The  Gladiolus 

This  brief  article  is  written  for  two  classes  of  flower 
lovers — those  who  have  and  those  who  have  not  grown 
the  Gladiolus. 

Certainly  those  who  have  never  grown  this  beauti- 
ful flower  have  a surprise  in  store  for  them  if  they 
become  acquainted  with  it.  And  those  who  have  grown 
it  perhaps  for  years,  perpetuating  the  original  stock 
of  long  ago,  can  have  but  a faint  idea  of  the  advance 
that  has  been  made  in  recent  years. 

Care,  patience  and  skill  devoted  to  the  improvement 
of  this  flower  have  been . fruitful  of  result,  and  the 
good  work  is  being  steadily  carried  onward.  Special- 
ists in  floriculture  are  earnestly  at  work  in  this  line. 
New  varieties  are  being  created,  poorer  ones  eliminated, 
and  the  means  known  to  the  profession  are  used  to 
gain  the  end  in  view  so  that  we  confidently  predict  a 
future  for  the  Gladiolus  far  in  advance  of  its  past,  or 
even  its  present,  although  the  Gladiolus  of  today  is 
greatly  superior  to  that  of  past  years. 

The  Gladiolus  is  not  only  one  of  the  grandest  of  out- 
door flowers  in  cultivation  but  it  possesses  qualities 
that  render  it  almost  unrivalled  as  a cut  flower  for  the 
home  or  for  the  florists,  for  feast  or  funeralfi  for  the 
bride  or  the  boudoir,  the  club  or  the  drawing  room, 
it  is  equally  adapted.

Broadcaster  (formerly  No.  108)  was  introduced  last 
year  under  number  and  I offered  a prize  of  six  bulbs 
of  this  variety  to  the  persons  (purchasing  one  or  more 
bulbs  of  this  variety)  sending  in  the  most  appropriate 
name  for  it. 

From  the  long  list  of  names  we  received,  we  have  de- 
cided to  name  it  Broadcaster,  Mr.  J.  B.  Gottschall  of 
Van  Wert,  Ohio,  sending  in  this  name. 

Mr.  Gottschall  gives  his  reasons  for  naming  No.  108 
Broadcaster  in  the  following  letter,  viz: 

Van  Wert,  Ohio,  July  29,  1924.

Goshen,  Indiana. 

Dear  Sir:

CARE  AND  CULTURE  OF  THE 
GLADIOLUS 

The  Gladiolus  possesses  great  vigor  and  tenacity  of 
life,  growing  and  blooming  even  under  adverse  and  un- 
favorable circumstances.  The  hardiness  of  the  bulb  is 
remarkable. 

This  does  not  make  it  any  less  true  that  it  is  wise 
to  give  it  the  best  of  care,  and  it  will  well  repay  such 
care. 

Preparing  the  Soil. 

The  soil  should  be  made  fine  and  mellow  to  a consid- 
erable depth,  plowing  or  spading  10  to  12  inches  deep. 

Fertility  of  Soil. 

If  not  already  in  a good  state  of  fertility  the  soil 
should  be  made  so  by  a liberal  dressing  of  manure. 
For  best  results  this  should  be  applied  in  the  fall  pre- 
vious to  the  planting  in  the  spring.  In  applying  ma- 
nure in  the  spring  it  should  be  done  as  early  as  pos- 
sible before  planting  time.  Some  good  commercial  fer- 
tilizer such  as  bone  meal  or  prepared  sheep  manure 
worked  into  the  soil  before  planting  is  a great  advan- 
tage to  the  plants. 

While  the  Gladiolus  will  grow  in  almost  any  fertile 
soil,  it  succeeds  best  in  a sandy  or  gravelly  loam,  with 
good  drainage,  and  will  also  thrive  in  a clay  loam  if  the 
subsoil  be  not  too  compact. 

If  the  season  be  dry  it  is  well  to  water  thoroughly 
occasionally,  up  to  the  period  of  bloom,  avoiding  the 
trampling  or  stirring  of  the  ground  while  wet. 

Planting. 

If  the  flowers  are  desired  mainly  for  cutting  for 
bouquets  or  decorative  work  they  may  be  planted  in 
rows  eighteen  or  twenty  inches  apart,  or  wider  if  de- 
sired and  placing  the  bulbs  four  to  six  inches  apart  in 
the  row.  A convenient  ;way  to  do  this  is  to  make  a 
furrow  with  a small  hand  plow  and  place  the  bulbs  in 
the  bottom  not  less  than  four  inches  deep,  covering  with 
the  mellow  soil.  This  affords  the  most  convenience  in 
after  care  and  cultivation. 

Planting  should  be  done  as  early  as  the  ground  can 
be  brought  into  good  condition  in  the  spring.  A safe 
rule  is  to  plant  when  ordinary  farm  crops,  such  as  corn 
and  oats  are  being  planted. 

Cultivation. 

Treatment  after  planting  is  simple,  but  neglect  is  no 
part  of  it.  Weeds  are  to  be  absolutely  kept  down  and 
the  soil  finely  cultivated  and  stirred  once  a week,  keep- 
ing the  surface  level  until  bloom  appears  after  which 
it  is  well  to  throw  a little  soil  to  the  rows,  hilling  up

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a little  as  this  enables  the  plant  to  stand  up  during 
storms. 


Cutting  the  Blooms. 

The  spikes  should  be  cut  near  the  base,  leaving  from 
three  to  five  leaves  on  the  plant,  as  soon  as  the  lower  or 
first  flower  expands.  Cut  thus  in  the  bud  they  may 
be  shipped  great  distances  and  in  a vase  of  water  will 
continue  to  bloom  for  ten  days.  With  most  varieties 
the  delicacy  of  color  is  enhanced  by  blooming  thus. 
The  purest  white,  for  instance,  is  only  attained  by  this 
method  and  other  colors  are  finer. 

Digging  and  Storing. 

Bulbs  should  be  dug  before  the  plants  are  too  ripe 
in  the  fall  before  the  hard  frosts.  Dig  the  bulbs  and  cut 
off  the  tops  closely  against  the  bulbs.  Dry  well  in  the 
air  and  sunshine,  cure  thoroughly  indoors  for  a few 
weeks,  then  store  in  a cool  dry  place.  It  is  best  not  to 
place  bulbs  more  than  four  inches  deep  while  in  stor- 
age. Florists’  flats  are  very  suitable  for  this  purpose. 
Extremes  of  dampness  and  dryness  are  alike  to  be 
avoided.  If  they  sprout  they  are  too  warm,  if  they 
shrivel  they  are  too  dry,  while  freezing  destroys  them 
at  once.
